ceeded in measuring with our cloud 
the odolites, the height and the veloc­ 
ity of flight of one of these flocks of 
geese, So rapid is the velocity of

that 
the 
flock 
was 
visible 
to the observer only about two min­ 
utes, but during that time two sets of 
measurements were taken 
with 
the 
theodolites on the leader of the flock. 
The first measurements, at 8:49 a. rn., 
were accurately taken at the observa­ 
tory station, but were only approxi­ 
mate at the other station. The second 
measurements, at 8:50 a. rn., were ac­ 
curate and simultaneous at both sta­ 
tions. Using the second set of obser­ 
vations at both stations for the height 
and the two sets of observations at the 
observatory station for the velocity, 
the calculations gave the height as 905 
feet above the Neponset River Valley, 
or 960 feet above sea level, and the ve­ 
locity of flight at 44.3 miles an hour. 
The direction of flight was from south­ 
west to northeast.

ized the inhabitants. One day a com­ 
pany of ten soldiers, of whom Hall was 
one, and an officer were detailed from 
a company of scouts to cross the state 
line and forage for provisions, 
the 
Kansas settlers having been pillaged 
until nothing was left.

they crossed the line before IOO bush­

captured them.
